Article;  I.  Tliis  body  shiill  l>e  known  by  the  naino  of  "  Th(!  H.-ipti.st 
Stiit(!  Convention  ol' Aliib;nn;i ;"  nnd  sh;tll  be  conipost-d  of  (Iclrijatc.s  Irom 
n.'iptistvXssociiilionsandClnirchcs;  and  from  Missionary  or  otbcrlJcnovolciit 
►Societies,  eonij>osed  (il"niein])ei's  ol'lJaptist  Cbnrches.  in  irood  sfnndinir. 

Art.  2.  'I'be  ollicers  ol'  the  (Convention  shall  be  a  President,  first  and 
secontl  Vice  Presidents,  KeeordniL'  SeenMary,  a  ('orresj)ondiiiu;  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer;  toiietiier  with  a  IJoard  ol"  Directors,  as  liereinal'ter  named, 
who  shall  1)0  eler  ted  at  each  ainnial  ine(>tint,'  iVoni  its  own  l)ody,  and  who 
shall  hold  their  ollices  until  their  successors  arcM-lecled. 

Art.  ',i,  Tlu!  President,  or  in  ease  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents, in  their  ord(;r,  shall  pn-sido  at  all  deliberations  of  the  (Jonvcntfon, 
and  discharge  the  duties  usually  inii)osed  u])on  an  executive  otilcer  of  de- 
liberative bodies.

The  (,'oii\'eiitio;i  shall  lia\-e  tlu"  siiiireine  control  of  any  l.iicra- 
ry  or  Theoloudeal  liistitulion  which  has  been,  or  may  hereafter  be.  oii^i- 
nated  in  this  body  :  and  it  shall  choose  for  such  institution  a  IJoard  of  lil-

11.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Convention 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

12.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  constitution,  shall  bo  de- 
cided by  a  majority  of  votes. 

13.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  rules,  ho 
I  shall  be  deemed  wanting  in  duty,  and  shall  be  liable  to  be  remuided  of  tho 

same,  by  any  member  present.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Howard  College. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  their  fifth  amuial  report : 

The  retrospect  of  another  year  furnishes  much  cause  for  thankfulness 
and  gratitude  to  that  kind  Providence  which  has  hitherto  watched  over 
our  infant  Seminary,  and  sustained  it  during  a  period  peculiarly  trying. 
For  more  than  two  years,  it  has  been  destitute  of  most  of  the  convenien- 
ces which  are  essential  to  the  successful  operation  of  any  institution,  but 
At  has  in  the  mean  time  shared  largely  the  confidence  and  patronage  of 
khe  public.  The  inconveniences  and  discomforts  necessarily  arising  from 
the  want  of  suitable  accommodations  have  been  borne  with  cheerfulness 
and  patience  by  both  teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  Board  embrace  with 
pleasure  this  opportunity  of  publicly  testifying  to  tho  zeal  and  faithfulness 
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of  the  instructors,  and  the  diligenco  and  gentlemanly  demeanor  of  thesti^ 
dents. 

The  erection  of  the  now  building  has  occupied  much  longer  time  than 
was  at  first  anticipatud,  but  the  delay  has  resulted  from  causes  entirely  be 
yond  the  power  of  tlie  Board  to  control,  such,  however,  as  not  unfrcquent/ 
ly  attend  bcnevolont  operations,  when  the  funds  for  carrying  tliem  on,  are 
derived  entirely  from  public  contributions.  Many  of  the  subscriptions arci 
still  unpaid,  and  much  inconvenience  has  consequently  been  experienced^ 
in  meeting  engagements  with  contractors. 

Tho  necessity  of  finishing  the  house  in  order  to  render  it  at  all  service^ 
a)»le,  has  conjj)elle(l  the  board  to  exceed  tlieir  available  means.  This  haa 
been  done  with  rehietanco,  but  there  was  no  alternative.  Either  the  housei 
nmst  ])e  h'lt  nntenantabh',  and  therefore  useless,  or  it  nmst  be  finished  and 
means  devised  to  j)ay  for  it.  Mllorts  were  made  early  in  the  year  to  guard 
against  such  an  exigency,  by  apjwinting  an  agent,  in  whoso  ability,  confi- 
dence was  reposed,  but  he  has  sj)ent  only  a  small  portion  of  his  time  in 
the  .service  of  the  Hoard,  and  has  conse(piently  done  little  towards  raising 
additional  funds'. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  new  edifice  is  not  far  from  $11,500.  The  lot i 
was  j)iirchased  for  ,<J?  1,501),  making  an  aggregate  of  .^13,000.  Of  this  a- 
mount,  iS!l>,'i()0  had  been  subscribed  before  any  of  the  contracts  were  made, 
from  which  .<('.>,00()  will  j)robably  be  realized;  leaving  a  balance  of  $4,000, 
unprovided  for.  The  Hoard  ex|)ected  to  have  kept  an  agent  constantly 
employed  during  tlu;  i)ast  year,  but  this  they  have  not  been  able  to  d 
and  the  funds  of  the  institution,  both  literary  and  theological,  rcmainnear- 
ly  th(;  sanu!  as  reported  last  year. 

The  commencement  of  the  i)resent  academic  year,  appeared  to  your 
Board,  to  oiler  a  favorable  occasion  for  elevating  the  literaiy  character  of 
the  institution,  and  introducing  a  more  extensive  and  complete  system  of 
instruction.     It  has  hitherto  been  their  aim  to  lay  a  substantial  and  per- 
manent foundation,  on  which  a  superstructure  might  be  raised  in  due  time.  ! 
They  have  not  been  ambitious  to  unfurl  prematurely  a  college  banner,  nor 
to  assay  a  task  for  which  their  strength  and  means  are  unequal.     On  the 
contrary,  they  have  struggled  on,  patiently  and  laboriously,  for  nearly  five 
years;  each  year  gaining  new  ground,  and  adding  something  to  former  ac- 
(jusitions.     But,  as  they  conceive,  the  })eriod  has  now  arrived,  when  thai 
success  and  permanent  usefulness  of  the  institution  require  tho  Board  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  guaranteed  in  their  charter,  and  to  or- 
ganize upon  the  basis  of  a  regular  ('ollege.     They  have  been  inllucnced 
to  this  course  more  especially  by  the  following  considerations  : 

1.  In  addition  to  tho  usual  preparatory  studies,  ela.sses  have  been  regu- 
larly instructed  in  the  fust  half  of  a  college  course,  for  more  than  two  years,  | 
and  have  then  gone  to  other  institutions  to  complete  their  education,  and 
receive  their  colU.'go  honors.  At  the  same  time,  to  meet  tho  wants  of 
students  in  Theology,  and  of  those  pursuing  a  partial,  or  English  course, 
it  has  been  nec(\ssary  to  teach  mo.st  of  the  studies  of  the  remaining  twa 
years;  so  that  the  amount  of  labor  required  of  the  Faculty  will  not  bP 
greatly  increased  l)y  the  pro|)osed  organization. 
2.  By  prescribing  a  definite  and  elevated  standard,  many  young  men,

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Judson  Female  Institute. 

In  presenting  their  annual  Report,  the  Trustees  of  the  Judson  Institute 
are  happy  to  state,  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Convention  the  insti- 
tution has  enjoyed  a  high  degree  of  prosperity.  The  Judson  is  still  under 
the  direction  of  Prof.  M.  P.  Jewett,  aided  by  accomplished  assistant  teach- 
ers. The  whole  number  of  students  in  attendance  last  year,  was  one  hun- 
dred and  forty.  The  j)resent  year  has  oj)cned  with  one  hundred  and 
twelve  young  ladies. 

Near  the  clese  of  the  last  session,  the  Institut3  was  visited  with  an  in- 
teresting revival  of  religion,  resulting  in  the  hopeful  ccnversion  of  about 
fifteen  of  the  pupils. 

In  the  late  vacation,  one  of  the  teachers  became  the  wife  of  Rev.  J.  Lew- 
is Shuck,  of  China,  and  has  consecrated  her  life  to  the  service  of  Christ  in 
heathen  lands.  This  event  has  awakened  among  teachers  and  pupils  an 
evident  increase  of  interest  in  the  cause  of  missions,  and  we  indulge  the 
hope,  that  at  no  distant  day,  some  of  the  daughters  of  the  South,  educa- 
ted in  the  Institute,  will  follow  the  exunii)le  of  this  beloved  teacher. 

Iti  regard  to  the  financial  concerns  of  the  institution,  it  was  stated  in  the 
last  Report,  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  ending  August  1st,  1810,  the  debt 
of  the  Institute  would  be  reduced  to  sixty  20-100  dollars,  and  in  connex- 
ion with  this  statement,  it  was  suggested  that  the  Convent  ion  could  make 
arrangements  to  send  to  the  Institute  five  young  ladies,  free  of  charge. 
Since!  the  date  mentioned,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  accunmlation  of  interest 
not  included  in  the  report,  the  making  of  repairs,  &c.,  have  increased  the 
indebtedness  of  the  Judson  to  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  ten  68-100  dol- 
ltu"s.  An  additional  lot  of  ground  has  been  purchased  in  the  rear  of  the 
buildings,  and  further  improvements  are  contemplated. 

After  deducting  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  intended  exfwndi- 
tnres,  it  is  thought  there  will  be  in  the  treasury  fimdssullicient  to  defray 
th(5  expenses  of  two  young  ladies  only  during  the  juesent  year.  One 
young  lady  is  now  enjoying  the  benefits  of  this  arrangement.  At  present 
there  is  an  application  before  the  Doard  for  another,  which  has  not  been 
acted  U|)on.

The  committee  on  Letters  and  Documents,  report : — That  after  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  Letters  and  Documents  before  them,  they  find  but 
little  that  will  claim  the  special  artiou  of  the  Convention. 

They  find  in  the  letter  from  the  Salem  church  at  Oreensborough,  an  ap- 
plication for  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  to  be  held  at  that 
place,  which  we  respectfully  submit  to  the  action  of  the  Convention;. 
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TIloy  also  find  o\\  nii  cxMiMiiiiitioii  ofllK'  iiipcrs  hoforo  (Ikmii,  tli.il  tlio 
suhjiv't  of  (ho  sii|)i)ort  of  flio  llciicriciarif^s  ol"  the  lldward  Col Iciio  lias  1k«oii 
almost  totally  notrJcctcd.  'l'li(>  aiMomits  s(Mit  nparo  oiuircly  iiiadciniato  for 
tlioir  inaiiitt'iiMiioc  :  Ikmkm'  t'lc  (|ii<'sti<m  is  prosoiilcd,  wlicthcr  llioso  slu- 
dciits  unprovided  for.  sliall  Ik-  diivoii  to  llio  necessity  of  altandoniiit;  tlit-jr 
studies,  or  more  vifjorons  ell'orts  sluill  lie  made  for  their  future  support. 
And  your  connnitteo  woidd  most  earnestly  reennnnend  to  the  eonsiderfi- 
tion  of  the  Convention  the  propriety  ot"  a  more  hearty  and  eneri:etic  ac- 
tion on  this  subject,  hy  the  Churehes  and  Assdriatidiis.  And  in  conclu- 
sion, they  l)(^^  leave  to  sidnnit  the  fnlldwiiiLr  resolution  :

^'onr  conuuittee  are  fidly  iieisuaded  that  the  cause  ol"  Domestic  Missions 
is  intiiiiatoly  and  fundauK  iitally  associated  with  the  welfare  of  our 
Churi'hes.  our  State,  and  the  hest  interests  ol'  innnorlal  souls,  'j'liis 
cause  has  been  allowed  to«)  lon-j  to  sliunher  :  its  importance  has  been  f)\('r- 
I  |ook(Ml.  Its  eonnection  with,  and  mlluence  upon,  all  (tther  dejiartniciits  of 
(jiospol  labor,  have  not  been  distinctly  understood. 

Then'  are  uudtitudes  in  onrcounlry.  who  cannot  read  the  Word  of  liitc, 
atid  are  dependent  lor  all  their  spiritual  instruction  on  the  public  and  j>ri- 
vate  niimstrations  of  the  (iosjiel.  from  the  li\iu'_'  teacher.  'I'here  an*  un- 
told nimd)ers  of  families  destitute  of  the  Ijoly  Scriptures,  which  could  be 
found,  and  sup|ilicd  liy  our  ^1is>^iolKU•il•s  :  and  there  are  many  of  niatnro 
i\<iv  who  have  never  heard  the  \diceofthe  .Minislerof  the  ( 'ross.  and  ma- 
ny couinnmilies  entirely  without  the  liviiej:  messeiiLrers  of  life  and  jienoo. 

To  teach  the  one  and  to  ]iicach  to  the  other,  is  the  work  of  Domestic 
Mission  ori:anizatioiis — to  aid  piihlic  cliiurhcs  that  that  they  may  beconio 
stroiiL' — to  )»reach  th<'  ( Josjiel  in  our  own  land.  Mhere  ( 'hrist  is  not  known — 
to  (>stablish  churches  where  linn'  are  not — in  a  word,  to  malco  tl»e  wildcr- 
Jiess  and  solitary  places  of  oiir  own  State  to  bud  and  blossom  as  the  rose. 
Who  dites  not  see  tlial  this  will  imUI  to  the  '•  p<'aee  and  irood  will  to  men 
4^11  earth" — to  the  joy  of  saints  .and  auircds  in  li'-dit. 

Your  eonunitt(>e  feel  tliat  it  is  cause  ofuratilude  to(iod,  that  the  churcli- 
•os  in  many  j)arts  of  th(>  Stat(»  are  be'.'inniuLr  to  manifest  a  (Um^j)  and  abiding 
interest  in  giving  th-*  (Jospel  to  the  destitute  portions  of  Alabama,  and  se- 
V(!ralofour  Associations  have  ono(»r  more  Missionaries  in  the  field  to  siip- 
])ly  the  destitution  within  their  own  bounds:  others  arc  making  arrange- 
ments to  do  the  same. 
f  While  wo  would  thank  God  for  what  has  liecu  already  done,  and  take 
courage  to  make  greater  and  more  strenuous  ell'orts  for  the  accomplishmont 
of  this  good  work,  your  committee  feel  and  deplore  the  criminal  indilfcr-

How  heavy  is  the  jiressun>  of  the  weight  of  res- 
imiisihility  whifdi  rests  upon  us!  Let  us,  as  one  man,  come  up  ta  this 
work,  and  hy  united  and  perseveriiej  etloits  wipe  oil"  at  least  iVoni  our  de- 
iiitnmiation,  the  oppi(d)riiiin  of  the  South.

Your  committee  Oil  the  state  of  lleligion,  after  having  collected  all  the 
information  on  this  sid)ject,  that  they  Jiow  have  oi)])ortunity  to  do,  l)eg 
leav(!  to  rejjort  : 

They  consider  that  the  (Jlnistian  Chmrh  has  great  cause  of  gratitude  to 
(iod,  oil  accc»unl  of  the  pleasing  intelligence  (hat  is  given  from  many  j)or- 
tions  of  our  State.  The  rich  refreshings  of  the  Divine  j)res(Mice  have  been 
realized,  through  the  instrtmuMiIality  of  a  preach(>d  (Jospel,  during  the  last 
conventional  year  ;  the  lukewarm,  lired  with  holy  zeal  for  the  honor  of 
their  Heavenly  Father's  cause,  wliile  their  num))ers  have  heeii  greatly  mul- 
tiplied l)y  the  addition  of  such,  as  we  trust,  God  will  have  to  be  saved,  in 
the  day  of  Christ's  second eomimj;. 

INlany  neighborhoods,  wImcIi  had  Ijeen  hitherto  destitute  of  the  regular

I'^-om  what  w<!  hav.;  been  able  to  h'arii  of  the  catise,  it  apjx-ars,  that  in 
a  irreiit  mnny  places  throughout  our  State,  it  is  on  the  decline,  and  the 
c.iiise  of  intemperance!  is  gaining  ground.  In  those  places,  its  friends  have 
become  lukewiirm,  while  its  (Mieniies  ;ire  trimiijihing  in  the  advancement 
of  the  c'uise  of  I'rince  vMcohoi.  While,  however,  we  have  to  dejilorc  that 
there  ,'ii(;  members  of  01U' churches,  who  are  opposed  to  temperance,  and 
many  others  who  ar<>  encom'aged,  by  their  example,  to  j)er.severe  in  the  tisc 
of  inroxicating  drinks;  we  are,  nevertheless,  cheered  by  the  consideration 
that  there  are  some  bright  sjiots  in  our  State,  when^  the  tVi(Mids  of  tempe- 
rance arec^xertuig  asalut;iry  inlluence,  and  using  all  laudable  means  in  a.s- 
sisting  to  roll  l)aclv'  the  mighty  curse  which  has  so  long  infested  our  belov- 
ed country.  Wc  have  to  lament  that  the  blighting,  withering  intluenceof 
intem]>erance  is  causing  disturbances  in  our  chm-chcs,  distractions  in  the 
social  circle,  and  disarming  its  victims  of  all  moral,  social,  and  virtuous 
feelings.  There  are  those  also,  who,  although  they  are  not  in  the  ranks 
of  tlie  inebriate,  arc,  liy  their  examples  as  moderate  drinkers,  doing  more 
injury  to  the  cause,  and  yearly  making  more  drunkards  than  the  inebriate 
himself.  The  Holy  Word  of  (Jod  dexilares  that  "  no  dnmkard  siiall  inhe- 
rit eternal  life."  Seeing  that  this  is  the  case,  O  !  how  should  our  hearts 
bleed  when  wc  rcllect  that  so  many  who  wc  hope  and  believe  arc  thcsiib-

The  operations  of  your  IJoiird  dnrimr  the  ji.-ist  year,  have  J)eeji  confined 
'mostly  to  the  distribution  of  the;  Scriptures  within  our  own  State.  'J'ho 
very  great  destitution  which  has  bei'U  found  to  »\vist,  ev(!nin  tluMnost  fa- 
vored portions  of  Alabama,  ajvjieared  to  designate  this  as  the  appropriate 
field  for  present  labor.  In  addition  to  supj)lying  the  IJibles  sj)ocially  ap- 
propriated at  the  last  session  of  the  Society,  there  have  been  distributed, 
through  various  agents,  200  Hibles,  and  107  Testaments,  making  in  all 
403  volumes.  Of  these  a  few  have  been  .sold,  but  the  greater  part  distri- 
buted gratuitously. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Ilerrick,  colporteur  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  has  been 
furnished  with  Ijibles  by  your  Hoard,  and  has  done  much  towards  supply- 
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iiiiT  ilie  (losliliitf,  in  coniilics  wIktc  lio  lias  travelled.  In  one  roniiniuiica- 
tioii  111!  says,  "  In  ci)iii|)aiiy  with  a  Haptisl  iMiiiister,  I  started  al'ter  dinner^ 
with  saihU(!-l)a^s  fdhMl  with  hodks  and  tracts,  and  hy  one;  o'cdork  tlio  next 
d;\y,  ^^'•'  Toinid  hl'teeii  I'aniilies  (h-slilnte  oC  the  IJihh'.  Nino  of  (hern  \vc 
snpplit'il  without  money  and  without  priei^.  We  promised  to  sond  the  oth- 
er six  own  eaidi  in  a  lew  days.  *  *  *  Could  tho  Irionds  of  IJildo  So- 
cieties hear  these  people,  (express  flieir  |zratitude  ;  eoidd  they  sec  their  tears 
of  joy  on  receiving  this  rich  treasure^  they  would,  1  donht  not,  redonhlo 
their  ellorts  to  supi)ly  every  family  in  the  Hniled  States,  and  in  the  world." 
Ill  asubsetpKMit  communiealidn,  dated  .leU'erson  co.  Oct.  22d,  lie  asks  for 
MOniorc  IJihles,  and  adds,  "the  destitution  in  this  county  is  so  sjjrcat,  that 
I  tliiidc  another  hundred  still  will  he  necessary,  in  order  to  supply  every 
family,  <'nid  I  am  anxions  ti>  leave  one  in  avcvy  cabin,  j'lease  write  as 
soon  as  yon  rect;ivc  this,  and  let  mo.  know  how  to  j)roceed  in  promising 
more  IMtles." 

The  R(!V.  Xoali  Ilacrgard,  who  has  acted  as  colporteur  for  the  IJoard 
two  and  a  half  months,  reports  the  destitution  in  the  field  assi^ncMl  him  as 
m'cal  almost  hey(tnd  descrijttion.  "  I  have  visited  old  jieople,  he  says,  who 
have  raised  Uj)  families,  and  who  have  t^rand  children  on  the  stage  of  ac- 
tion, and  yet  have  never  jiossessed  a  IJihle.  Numbers  of  tlie  professed  fol- 
lowers of  the  Il(!de(!mer,  even  Deacons  in  the  Chnrch,  have  been  lound 
without  a  IJible."  One  hundred  and  forty  families,  entirely  destitute  of 
the  Scrii)lures  have  been  supplied  by  this  agent;  th(?  greater  part  gratui- 
tously.    Other  agents  tell  tlie  same  story. 

These   facts  are  mentioned,  to  show  that  we  have  a  great  and  urgent  * 
work  to  ])erformat  home,  and  to  call   the  attention  of  the  Society  to  this 
important  object. 

The  subscriptions  made,  in  this  State,  to  the  American  and  Foreign  Hi- 
blc  Society,  have  been  pnt  into  the  hands  of  this  society  for  collection  with 
permission  to  dispense  of  them  as  the  donors  niay  direct.  Hut  it  is  not  pro- 
bable that  nuich  more  will  b(>  realized  from  this  source.  It  is  so  long 
since  many  of  the  subscriptions  were  made,  that  souk^  of  the  subscribers 
arc  d(;ad,  others  hav(»  left  the  State;  some  are  unable  and  many  unwilling 
to  jiay.  Hence  we  shall  be  obliged  to  look  to  other  sources  for  means  with 
which  to  i)rosecute  the  great  M'ork  in  which  the  Society  is  engaged. 

For  information  resjiecting  the  amount  of  n)oney  received,  and  the  dis- 
position made  of  it,  you  arc  n^ferred  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer.  It  will 
also  be  Hicollected,  that  our  Society  is  still  auxiliary  to  the  American  and 
Foreign  IJible  Society,  and  that  the  Southern  Convention  has  referred  tho 
Bible  oj)cratioiis  to  its  Mission  Hoard,  it  may  not  bo  improper  for  the  So- 
ciety to  take  some  action  on  the  subject  at  its  ])rcscnt  session,  and  tho 
matter  is  therefore  referred  to  your  body.
